WHAT SHALL THE ARBITRA- 
TORS DO? 


BY PRESIDENT THEODORE D. WOOLSEY. 


As far as present appearances indicate, 
the wheels of the Geneva Arbitration are 
stuck in the mud, and nobody can pull 
them out. The last’half-authentic account 
of the condition of things which has 
reached us is that a suggestion has been 
made by our Government to the British 
Government that no money award for 
consequential damages is desired, but only 
a decision upon the priuciple involved 
Perhaps before these words go to press 
there may be one or two other phases of 
of the affair reported to the country by 
those who know something or nothing 
about it. Meanwhile, is it not well to in- 
quire what principle is involved? What 
does our Government want to have set- 
tied? Ts it the princip'e that it is right in 
the abstract to demand reparation for in- 
direct, or mediate and remote, as distin- 
guished from direct and immediate 1n- 
juries? If this abstract yearning for jus- 
lice and for the settlement of a new ‘‘ cause 
e'ebre” is the impelling motive we have 
two remarks to make upon it. F’rsf, the 
arbitrators were chosen for other work, 
and have nothing directly to do with this 
principle. Their duties cease when they 
find that Great Britain has or has not 
failed to fulfill any duties set forth in the 
Parge rules agreed upon between the gov- 
ernments, or Ctherwyis¢ of international 
obligation. This is a question Of fact. If 
they found that such failure existed, they 
could award a sum in gross to be paid by 
Great Britain; but on this supposition 
they could not include in that sum a rep- 
aration for mediate and remote results of 
such failure. How could they touch the 
principle, except by saying in their awata 
“Tf we had been left to ourselves, we

course, be called either direct or indirect. 
The circumstances must decide to which 
class they belong. “To affirm that En- 
gland ought sot to be held to pay indirect 
damages is to announce a rule conformed 
to all the just principles of law”; but, 
then, to assume that certain ones are in- 
direct is a prejudgment of what needs care- 
ful and impartial examination. If this 
view should hold, which seems to us ob- 
jectionable, the need of settling a princi- 
ple is still less apparent. The United 
States would have made a faulty use of 
terms—calling certain injuries indirect 
which are really direct—if M. Pradier is 
right ; and thus prejudiced, it may be, their 
own case. 

And now will any one think that it is 
best for the United States to endeavor, by 
negotiations with Great Britain, to settle 
the principle of responsibility for indirect 
losses for the future? It would be odd 
enough if in such a way ¢hyee rules, speci- 
fying the extent and kind of injuries to be 
made good by neutrals, should appear as a 
set off against the three rules which were 
conceded to us in the Treaty. But the 
writer does not see the necessity of settling 
this principle. As we have said, there are 
cases where compensation may be justly 
demanded for mediate or indirect inju- 
ries; although for the most part it is other- 
wise. Nations ought to have the subject 
submitted to arbitration so well defined 
that the arbitrators shall not doubt the ex- 
tent of their jurisdiction. But the juris- 
diction may properly, if the parties agree, 
cover all sorts of losses that could have 
been foreseen or were due simply to 
causes over which the defendant party had 
control, whether called direct or indirect. 
We turn from these questions, which 
only touch our consistency, and would be 
better disposed of by throwing them aside 





—we turn from these questions to one or 
two more practical considerations. The 
first is the effect that responsibility for in- 
direct injuries, if admitted as a principle, 
would be likely to have in future wars in 
which our country may be a neutral. 
Mr. Peters has deserved well of the coun- 
try by calling attention in bis resolutions 
to this point. ‘‘ The said doctrines,” it is 
there said, “ would impose on this country 
new and onerous obligations in respect to 
the action of American citizens sympa- 
thizing with oppressed races,” ete.

Not a slave of 
his whose work was worth more than his 
board bas been set free. He buys and 
sells to-day as freely, as shamelessly as 
ever. The rates of the slave market tell 
the story as truly as the rates of the gold 
market tell their stery. 

Those who watched carefully declare 
that the varying prospects of annexation of 
this island to the United States affect the 
rates of the slave market far more than 
have any act of the Spanish Government. 

They prophesied two years ago that ifthe 
project of annexation should fail the price 
of slaves in Cuba and Porto Rico would 
go up rapidly; and so they have. Prime 
hands now bring $1,200 to $1,500, and 
Coolie contracts haye even proportionally 
advanced. 

Meantime, the planters are growing 
more powerful. They virtually command 
the Volunteers, who command Cuba, at 
least. They are shrewd men. They know 
what this island has been, and what it may 
again become. They know that sugar 
and other tropical productions can be 
raised here far cheaper than in Cuba or 
Porto Rico. They know that it could 
supply the markets of the world, and 
utterly ruin their estates and break up 
their infernal system. 

They know that with annexation and 
security there would be a rush of emigra- 
tion hither equal to that to California. 
They themselyes would go in numbers, 
earrying hands with them, and making 
more money under free labor than under 
the wretched system at home. I met last 
year Cuban planters prospecting, in view of 
annexation. The United States would 
grow her own sugar, coffee, and other 
tropical products within her own territory, 
and so crush out the last vestige of human 
slavery in North America. Thus have 
the opponents of annexation at Washing- 
ton struck hands with the slave-driver, 
and riveted tighter the fetters of the slave. 

Alas! that so many good anti-slavery 
men—that even he, “the noblest Roman 
of them all”—should have been so blinded 
by party passion! His noble instinct 
pointed so unerringly to the pole-star of 
truth during the dark and stormy years of 
a whole generation that multitudes came to 
renounce their own judgment, and to fol- 
low blindly where he led the way. And 
so be lost a precious opportunity for strik- 
ing a dcath-blow at the monster power 
which he had overthrown and wounded 
in a hundred fights. 

Holding these views of annexation, can 
any one be true to the call of humanity if 
he fails, at whatever cost to himself, to ad- 
vocate it, urge it, pray for it, while 
there is a ray of hope that our people may 
yet see that it is a measure of public wis- 
dom and of duty ?

The obsequiousness of 
many of our countrymen to regality and 
all its appurtenances has come to bea 
proverb in the gossip of European travel.

We want the first choice 
ourselves. What is left is good enough 
for the heathen. But this notion has been 
supposed to be confined to the unlearned 
and unthinking. He who has an adequata 
idea of the magnitude of the work undéer- 
taken in Christianizing the world must, 
apparently, admit that the greater sagacity, 
as well as the greatest piety, is required 
in those who are to be its immediate agents. 

But it seems otherwise to the gods who 
preside over some of our missionary 





boarding-schools, thus forftiting fireside 


their lives, And it is a still 
tery how American p t 
to send their boys and girls over the sea, 
to foreign schools, without the pretense of 
parental vigilance and moral restraint. 
During three years of residence abroad I 
have watched nothing more carefully than 
the careers of American youths in what is 
ostensibly a course of study under foreign 
masters; and I am prepared to prove that 
ina proportion of seventy-five per cent, 
this sort of education is both intellectually 
and morally a complete fafure. Fond 
fathers and mothers at home have an 
idea that, if John and Mary can 
come back, after years of exile, with an 
ability to talk French and German, they 
have really got an accomplished education. 
What supreme folly is this! To speak 
any dialect colloquially implies no culture. 
German butchers and mechanics lear to 
converse in English in three months after 
landing at Castle Garden, and I have met 
nota few hotel waiters who speak three 
languages ; but they never set up for savans 
on this account. Itis high time that this 
nonsense was put anend to. Ifa boy or 
girl is made to grapple with the tough syn- 
tax of foreign tongues, that is quite 
another affair, and the advantages of resi- 
dence in their native lands are not incon- 
siderable. But the children of fortune in 
European schools, or traveling with pri- 
vate tutors, who stretch their mental 
sinews in unraveling a foreign dialect, 
are an exceedingly smatl minority. 

As for teachers, there are just as many 
hirelings abroad as at home; and the 
chances of superticial culture are not di- 
minished by trusting to their fidelity. 
When a boy quits school, and enters a 
European university, the chances against 
his intellectual and moral welfare multi- 
ply tenfold. In these institutions the dis- 
cipline of American colleges is unknown ; 
and culture, and morality too, are very 
much voluntary concerns. And, when I 
have said this, nothing more should be re- 
quired to raise a strong presumption 
against the success of the experiment of 
sending a young man from America to a 
transatlantic university. I could cite the 
example of one of the most famous uni- 
versities on the Continent of Europe, in 
which at this writing there are about fifty 
American —I will not say students, but 
members. Out of these fifty I have 
knowledge that not more than half a 
dozen regularly attend lectures; but by

Well, then, do I consider a European 
education for Americans a humbug? 
Apart from certain special conditions, that 
is just what I consider it; and I know oj 
no humbug of larger dimensions or more 
ridiculous and painful aspects. Rare ex- 
ceptions allowed for, no youth of either 
sex should be permitied to go abroad for 
education without the company and the 
personal superintendence of both parents.

T must regard many of the high notions 
which prevail in America concerning 
European culture as one symptom of the 
national disease now adverted to. Hence, 
the beau ideal of multitudes of our coun- 
trymen is to send their boys and gir!s 
across the sea, and receive them back with 
a French or German label pasted on them. 
With such a trade-mark the youngster: 
are expected to pass current in the best 
society. The questions of practical utili- 
ty and a personal livelihood are common- 
ly left out of the account; for the Euro- 
pean graduates are generally children of 
fortune, which implies irresponsibility, and 
one’s bread already earned by somebody 
else and buttered on both sides. 

When I was about leaving Ameizica, 
three years ago, to try the experiment of 
a European education for my children, a 
distinguished jurist dropped into my ear a 
caution which awakened many unpleas- 
ant solicitudes. Said he: “I have ob- 
served that boys educated for a course of 
years abroad come back, in many re- 
spects, highly intelligent ; but, as a general 
rule, not worth much for the practical 
ends of life. I advise you to look well to 
to this before taking the step which 
you contemplate.” This learned lawyer 
was competent to give an opinion on every 
condition of true culture,and his words 
have been ringing in my ears ever since. 
There is a something in the school-houses 
on bleak New England hills, together 
with the moral atmosphere which sur- 
rounds them, which I have missed in all 
my wanderings over Europe. Iam very 
sure that for making your average man 
and woman of solid utility the public 
school system of America is the very best 
appliance on the planet. The cut bono 
question is never lost sight of; and this is 
the great desideratum in a country 
like ours, where everything is in 
a plastic condition and the thou- 
sand industries of social and political 
architecture are to be attended to. More- 
over, there is a certain inbreathing of 
the spirit of our institutions which begins 
at an early age, long before the mind is 
competent to form settled opinions and- 
construct logical theorics ; and the omis- 
sion of this element of culture, peculiarly 
requisite in republics, is something not 
lightly. to be taken into account.

Nebraska. The Burlington and Missouri 
River Railroad have exhibited the same 
resistless push in developing Southern 
Nebraska as they did in Southern 
Iowa; and there have sprung up within 
three or four years a series of cnterpris- 
ing towns, the most remarkable of which 
is Lincoln, a Western marvel. Four vears 
ago it was without a house; to-day it is a city 
of 8,000 inhalitants, and contains eight 
churches, the capitol, and state university. 
As the base of supplies for settlers passing to 
points further West, it will for a long time to 
come grow in thrift and steady business pros- 
perity. Perhaps some idea of the demand 
for goods and houses may be gained from 
the statement that a stove-dealer had often 
sold $209 worth of stoves before breakfast to 
settlers who were waiting, and rents were 20 
to 25 per cent. on the cost of building. 
Every one familiar with Western land 
knows that a bigh rolling prairie country is 
especially desirable for settlement; aud this 
is just the character of the lands of this por- 
tion of the siate. It isin this section that 
the fruits were grown which took the prize 
last year at our Pomoloyical Society, Rich- 
mond, Va. T should say, from observation, 
that these lands were equally as desirable as 
any in Kansas. The climate is pleasant, and I 
kuow of no objection or disadvantage to set- 
tlement, save the customary one of scarcity 
of timber for building purposes. The best 
points to go to in Southern Nebraska are 
Plattsmouth, Lincoln, and Crete.

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INSTANCES OF SUCCESS. 

An interesting story was related to me of 
settler who located in April, 1871, near Lin- 
coln, Nebraska. He first rented ten acres of 
old ground, plowed it himself, and realized 125 
bushels of wheat, worth one dollar per bushel, 
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and thirty bushels of barley, worth cighty cts. 
per bushel. He next bought 320 acres open 
prairie, at thirteen dollars per acre, on long 
credit—ten years. By the last of May, six 
weeks, he had 160 acres broken up. At the 
end of the season his yield was 6,000 bushels 
of corn; cut 150 tons of best prairie hay and 
stacked it ; and, as he fed it to his stock, esti- 
mated his corn worth fifty cts. per bushel 
and hay six dollars a ton. His account 
stands thus: 
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In 1859 the number of acres in Nebraska 
laid out in farms and cultivated was 762,974 ; 
in 1870 it was 4,451,390. Since 1870 the in- 
crease must be 30 per cent. The valuation 
has risen in the same time from $3,738,536 to 
24,789,405, 

The total population in May, 1871, was 
122,117, and the state superintendent ofimmi- 
gration states that the immigration for eight 
months previous to January, 1872, was 42,000 
persons. This is remarkable progress, 
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STOCK RAISING. 

The imterest in stock raising upon the Far 
Western plains has been very materially 
checked by the experiences of the past severe 
winter. In Kansas the loss has been more 
severe than in Nebraska, estimates in some 
cases reaching 25 per cent. Bear in mind, 
however, that these losses are mainly among 
fresh Texas cattle, driven up late in the fall. 
Among those driven up early last feeding 
season the damage has been much less. In 
Nebraska the loss has been about 4 to 6 per 
cent. ; and, strangest of all, upon the plains of 
highest altitude—Laramie, North Platte—the 
proportion of loss has been least of all. One 
or two herds kept by Barton & Keith, near 
North Platte, Nebraska, have had differing 
experiences. One drove of nearly 2,000 
Texas cattle met with not a single loss; 
while another of 5, 000, ioling a little further 
away from xurus ~- ana an 
of but 50 bead. This is but one per cent, 
Another strange fact elicited from the 
drovers is the information that when a 
storm overtakes the herds it is best to leave 
them entirely to their own instincts. They 
will by their sagacity seek out locations 
where they are best sheltered, or where the 
effects of the storm are the least, and uni- 
formly take care of themselves better than the 
droverscan. Trials were made by some of the 
drovers of cutting hay and driving the cattle 
into corrals or under shelter; but it was uni- 
formly found that more cattle were frozen by 
this method than among those allowed to 
roam at will, exposed to the weather. 

The exaccerated reports of losses in eattle 
last winter published in Eastern papers can- 
not apply to Nebraska, but are fully justified 
by the facts as they were in Kansas and Col- 
orado. 

The fever for speculation in cattle and 
stock-growing has, ‘T think, received a salu- 
tary check, and numerous beneticial results 
will be sure to acerue in coming years. 
None but those with capital will engage in it. 
There will be fewer large herds and more 
small ones; there will be more home-grown 
stock, and less dependence upon Texas ma- 
terizi; there will be agreater introduction 
of blooded bulls and an improvement in 
quality; there will be a steadiness to the 
beef trade, which will augment its prosperity ; 
and, lastly, there will be steadily adyancing 
and remunerative prices. 

I see nothing yet to disprove what has 
been said in favor of the great Far Western 
plains for cattle, sheep, and wool raising. One 
unpreeedented Winter will not destroy the 
business ; though it may discourage some and 
lead others to prepare for future years, and 
seek locations where they will sufter feast 
danger. Beet has advanced very mraterially 
in price within a year, averaging fully one 
ecent per pound more,

“7, Sometimes rich parents desire to

FINANCIAL NOTES. 


Free TeA AND COFFEE.—The two 
houses of Congress have adopted the bill 
repealing all duties on tea and coffee, and, 
hence, placing them on the free list. The 
President having signed the bill, it now 
has the sanction of law, and gocs into 
effect on the Ist of next July. Tiis action 
of Congress will take off about $19,000,- 
000 trom the receipts of the Government 
derived from these two sources. Tea and 
coffee are articles of universal consump- 
tion among the American people, yet they 
are pot produced in this country; and, 
hence, it was wise to place them on the 
free list just as soon as the fiscal necessi. 
ties of the Government would permit, The 
President, in his annual message of 1870, 
gaid: ‘‘As soon as the revenue can be dis- 
pensed with, all duty should be removed 
from coffec, tea, and other articles of uni- 
versal use not produced by ourselves.” 
This is just the point at which to begin 
the revision of our tariff system. The 
next point is to lighten the burden, as far 
as possible,on the raw materials which 
enter into American manufactures, and 
which must be mainly imported, either 
by a total removal of tariff duties or by 
such a reduction as will be consistent with 
the revenue wants of the Government. 
Free-Traders, who declaim so loudly 
against the theory of Protection, do not 
relish such a modification of the tarilf. 
Hence, they denounce the repeal of the 
tax on tea and coffee. Their theory 
would leave American manufactures 
to be wundersold in our own

DRY GOODS. 


Tuere are signs of a tired and ex- 
hausted market in most descriptions of 
domestic cottons, as well as in woolens, 
and a declining business may be expected 
hereafter. The demand for most all kinds 
of foreign as well as domestic goods has 
becn well maintained, and the sales have 
been about the same as the last week; but 
the transactions from first hands are now 
only to keep up assortments, and the sales 
will be to a moderate extent. Prices, how- 
ever, have been very well sustained, 
though in gray printing cloths there is a 
tendency to lower rates, It is so long 
since we have had occasion to notice the 
suspension of a cotton factory that the 
failure of the Lodi New Jersey Print 
Works will create some surprise, particu- 
larly among the Free Traders, who are 
all the time protecting against the enor- 
mous fortunes made by our “ monopolist 
manufacturers.” Yet here is the announce- 
ment of the failure of a bloated manufac- 
turing company, who have had the per- 
versity to come to grief in spite of a high 
protective tariff. The capital of the com- 
pany was originally $400,000; but nearly 
the whole was invested in the premises, 
and their profits since applied to improve- 
ments. It is intimated that a recent ad- 
vance in printing cloths, induced by a 
combination of wealthy manufacturers in 
Rhode Island, this city, and Cohoes, had 
something to do with breaking down the 
concern. It is reported that the company 
will not be likely to pay more than 50 
per cent. of its obligations. 

There has been but a small business in 
unbleached sheetings and shirtings the 
past week. The sales have been mostly 
in small lots of a few bales, to meet the 
immediate wants of the current trade. 
Prices are without essential change. There 
is no specisi inducement for the agents to 
make any reductions, as it would not be 
likely to stixavlate purchases. 

The market for bleached sheetings and 
shirtings varies very little from that for 
unbleached fabrics. The stock in first 
hands is constantly increasing, but quota- 
tions remain unchanged. The saies are 
to a very moderate extent. 

Printing cloths have a declining tend- 
eacy, and quotations show lower rates. 
64 standards in the -ay have been sold 
at 8 cents and less for immediate deliv- 
ery, while 73 appears to be the top of the 
market for future delivery. 

Prints are selling less freely, except for 
afew special styles, and the demand is 
falling off. Prices in some makes are + 
cent lower, and itis reported that some 
print works have been closed on account 
of the high rates which still rule for print- 
ing cloths. j 

Ginghams are in somewhat improved 
demand, and prices for the more favora- 
ble makes are firm. 

Lawns and percales are in fair demand, 
but the sales are diminishing. Prices are 
steady.
